There is no change wo report ia the woather conditions, 
The barometer remains stanly, 
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THE PROSPEOTS OF PEAOB. 


We cannot say that the latest news from 
the United States gives any sure hope of 
peace. M.de Witte has reiterated, time ont 
of mind, that Russia will pay no war in- 
demnity, and even though the tribute levied 
on the vanquished be styled "a reimbursement 
for war expenses”—an expression we can oor- 
dially recommend to fatare conquerors—we 
doubt whether all the gilding in the world 
will make Russia swallow the pill. The long 
delay since the victory of Mukden has once 
more given the Rassians time to reorganise 
their forces and fill up their gaps, and though 
General Linieyitch does not bear the repata- 
tion of a great strategist, and refagees from 
the scene of action tell stories of demora- 
lisation and incipient matiny among his 
soldiers, still, it must be remembered that 


Manchuria, iato s compromiso. In the shock 
of battle the Japanese are perhaps inviaci- 
ble, bat will even the heroes of the Shaho, 
Mukdeo, and Port Arthar prove: themselves 
baman after another two years of indecisive 
war! In the sixtsonth cantary one of the 
ablest of Asiatics, Toyotomi Hideyoshi, the 
Taiko-sama, or Great Lord, as the worshippers 
at the shrine of his soul call him, led Japan 
to a five years’ war of conquest in Korea 
against the Chinese and Koreans, which 
ended in the failare of all his plans, not so 
much through ill-success, as through the 
bitter homesickness which is one of the 
prices a patriotic army has to pay for a long 
campaign across the seas, Oar soldiers un- 
doubtedly grew homesick and ‘stale’ in South 
Africa, and it will be strange if even the 
most ardent Japanese soldier has not some 


of the edge taken off his martial temper 


after more rainy sammers and icy winters in 
the Mancharian plains. - 
All will depend, in our opiaion, on the 


ability of Rassia to play a long, slow, and 


anattractive game, without hope of any real 
victory—for the prizes of the war must be to the 
Japanese—bat simply and solely with a view 
to making the peace terms less onerous. And 
we submit that on this point the Russians 
themselves are the only possible judges. Were 
the revolationary party in Russia led by 
capable mea, a long war might lead to the fall 
of the Tsardom, bat the amazing craise of the 
Potemkin, the failure of tha strikers at Odessa 
to do more than provoke a masasore, and the 
fact that a large section of the Russian people 
seems contented with the promises of retorm 
solemnly affirmed by the Tear, makes ug in- 
clined to suspect that the Tsar's govern- 
ment will take the risks of revolation. Bat 
a long straggle in the Bast mast still 
turther wesken Rassian inflaence and prestige 
in the West, and from this obvious decline of 
her influence and prestige, must be born the 
inducements to make pesce quickly with the 
Japanese. The most proGerman Rassian 
cannot but foel dismayed at tho growth of 
German inflaence in the New Bast, the advocate 
of expansion in the Middle East mast foal 
alarm at the rapid extension of British in- 
fluence in the Persian Galf, and it must bea 
galling reflection that Rassia can have now no 
say in Sosndinavian politics, and cannot offer 
France more than platonic support in Morocco. 
Thirty yearsago Rossia might perhaps have 
abandoned western politics and striven for 
years to minimise defeat in the Exst, but events 
move rapidly now-a-days, and Ruasia’s efface- 
ment as a Buropean power for a few years may 
prove aterrible handicap to her for another 
generation. :
